Salvestra drew up on even terms, and then passing 
iiini held on witli rare courage to win a well earned 
race. Wyoming never faltered and finished reso- 
lutel.v. Hendrie made a threatening challenge on 
the far turn, tlieu tired as if a trifle short. 

Interference at tlie start of the second race vir- 
tually brought alKiut the defeat of F. I). Weir’s 
Tolo, the odds-on favorite. Ure.ver endeavored to 
overcome this disadvantage by hard riding, and 
while Toto gamel.v resjionded to his energetic 
efforts he was not quite equal to the task of over- 
hauling the leaders, although he finished third, 
onlj' a nose behind the second horse. Tlie winner 
turned up in Merr.v Prince.s«, which after securing 
the lead easily maintained it to the end. 

.\nother favorite fell by tlie wayside when Poor 
Ilutterfl.T was taken into camp b.v Favour in the 
following race. Poor Hutterfl.v apparently had the 
race won when she moved into a good lead on the 
last turn, but then suddenly went extremely wide 
and this caused her defeat. Haynes, who h'ad the 
mount on Favour, was quick to take advantage of 
the favorable opening, and before the spectators 
weri> hardly aware of it he hud the Randolph mare 
in front and there she remained. 

'Hie Sanford entry finished first and second in the 
oiiening dash, which was for maiden two-year-olds. 

The fifth race resulted in anotlier hard fought 
contest, with W. U. Foe’s I’nele’s Lassie gaining a 
close decision over Scotch Verdict after a thrilling 
stretch duel. Fncle's Lassie showed the way 
throughout, with .Scotch Verdict liauging on gamely 
tliroiigli tile streteh.

King *s Plate to Be Run Today 



I By FRANCIS NELSON 

TORONTO, Out., May 23. — The recurrence of the King’s Plate, the sixtieth running of 
which is set for tomorrow at Woodbine Park, finds a constituency eager for the return of the 
tport, which was discontinued as a w’ar measure two years ago. The Plate, the most coveted 
of Canadian races, has been maintained, while other racing was abandoned. It comes in usual 
fotni, though, with a few jumping competitions by hunt horses as its setting, instead of being 
the feature of a day of real racing, marking the opening of the Canadian season. 

The Ontario Jockey Club has preserved the unbroken continuity of the oldest race on the 
continent, but with diminished value and resultant lessened interest, formerly having $7,500 of 
added money, which amount was reduced to $3,000 when it became clear that Victoria day 
■•’.ould not mean the opening of a regular season. That awaits the signing of peace, unless the 
returning premier. Sir Robert Borden, who lands in Halifax today, may see fit to waive that 
vexatious delay and restore the conditions he left in England, where racing is going on ac- 
cording to prewar program. 

The work of preparing the twenty-three entries for the reopened Plate has been hampered 
by the unceasing wet weather of this abnormal spring. An alleviating circumstance has been 
• ho^ fact that the W’oodbine track has been kept in the best possible order. The ordeal of 
t raining has left thirteen horses to make up tomorrow’s field, and probably every one named 
■will start. Because of the lack of racing in Canada last year few of the Plate candidates have 
racing ex|>erience, and the spring work is all that affords a line on the prospects. 

The Seagram stable has returned to its old position of dominating the situation in the 
morning gallops, and the president of the Ontario Jockey Club seems to hold the best hand. 
Strong competition may be expected, though at least five stables shelter a probable winner. 
Ladder of Light, Salvo, Uncle John and the best of the 'Thorncliffe trio, have chances hardly 
.-econd to Mr. Seagram’s, whose Hong Kong and Doleful are better than Galway over a mile 
and a quarter. 

Though there is but one race tomorrow’ none of the formalities will be omitted. Steward 
Krank Bryan will be here from New York and starter James Milton will be at the barrier. 
Francis Nelson and Colonel D. King Smith will be the judges, and W. P. Fraser will be back in 
bis old post of clerk of the scales, which he occupied before he became secretary of the Ontario 
Jockey Club. The prospect is for a slow’, drj’ing out track. 

'The King’s Plate was first run in 1860 under the name of the Queen’s Plate and continued 
as such to 1901. For four years, 1860-1863, the race was decided at Carleton and subse- 
quently at various places in the Dominion until 1883, when Queen Victoria gave her sanction 
to an understanding w’ith the founders of the Ontario Jockey Club that the race should thence- 
forth be established permanently at the Woodbine course. Time has proved that this was a wise 
decision, as, under the control of the Ontario Jockey Club, the race has amply fulfilled its 
purpo^ of encouraging the breeding of thoroughbreds in the Province of Ontario* The King’s 
Plate is the oldest race run continuously on the North American continent, and the decision 
of the Ontario Jockey Club to prevent a break in its continuity by running it in 1918 and 
this year, though racing is suspended in Canada because of war time restrictions, met with the 
approval of horse lovers the world over. Today w’ill mark the sixtieth renewal of this famous 
race, the interesting history of which is here presented in tabulated form from the year 1881 
to the present time;

but he t<M>k up Ills 115 pounds and won in galhiiit 
style from Silvery Light. The race was i>ractieally 
over wlien Garner allowed liini to run freely, and 
it only required a sprint at top speed for alioiit ;i 
quarter of a mile for tiie Dunne representative to 
turn tlie trick. Garner kept him liard lield for 1 1n- 
first half of the raee, allowing Ginger and Silver.v 
Light to make the pace, and wlip/i Silvery Light 
had dis])osed of Ginger, Garner called on Under 
Fire. But the brush between Silvery Light and 
Under Fin’ was short-lived, and Under Fire once 
in tlie lead only had to canter to the finish. 

Improved weather was followed by an inenased 
patronage at Churchill Downs this afternoon, thougii 
there was nothing particularly out of the ordinary 
to serve as a feature. Track conditions were tgaiii 
severe, and racers of a sturdy constitution wi re 
given the call. In some of the da.shes a liberal 
sprinkling of fair class horses was noted. 

Tlie racing was formful. most of the winners 
cnniing from the ranks of those best snpporteil.

There are nine carded to start in the haiLdicap, and 
at least eight will go to the post. Opinion as to 
the probable winner is well divided, witli Midway.

George (“Waggie”) Manser, who trains The 
Pant her, present favorite for the Kiiglisli Derby 
and considered among tlie best of English exjierts. 
was Hie Imy who jiad sucli an iiiglorieus trip on the 
Duke of Beaufort’s Eiiglisli colt .stratlirosc in the 
World’s Fair .\merican Derby, rc.ii at Wasliington 
Park June 24. ].s<t,3. This was the Boundless 
$.'iO.(NNI year and Stratlirose. a leggy brown colt, by 
Iligllland Chief —(jueeii of tile Roses, got off last 
and sta.ved there. .Master JIaiiser was caught 
napping at tlie post after a long Jockeying delay of 
iiiiM'ty -seven minutes, wliich nearly wore starter 
I’etliiigill to a frazzle. Boundless, iHuiutifully 
liamneil liy “,'<napper” Garrison, won as he chose. 
It was a mitalile field, tlic horses following Bound- 
less home iKMiig St. l.*'onards. the favorite; Clifford. 
.Vldeliaran, Chorister. G. W. Johnson. Iiigomar. 
Tyro. St. Croix, I’lutiis. Gtamaiio, Don .\lonzo, 
I.ookoul. Oporto and Strathrose. 

The latter never started in this country again. 
Manser and he went home a few da.vs after the 
Derby. The colt Imil been jumped on and cut about 
till' legs during the many melees at the iKist. 
Stratlirose ran iiiicc again in England and was 
lieard of no more. He never was ••iiiucli." Master 
Manser gathered experience and went on. He was 
a nice and inaniierl.v little cliap and a goiMl horse- 
inaii in tlipse days. Now lie is some forty-five 

years old and one of the leaders in his line of 
work. 

.At the time there were some “features” and 
silly reports in tlie daily paiiers about a “con- 
spiracy” among the American riders to prevent 
.Stratlirose winning tlie race, and soiuethiiig akin 
to a seiisaliiin was made of the affair. Columns of 
lurid matter were tiu'ued out liy tlie imaginative 
reporters and this was promptly copied into the 
English n.aiMTs. In the light of Strathro«M»’s racing 
liefiire. in. and after tlie race, these reports were 
ridiculous. Manser suddenly found liiniself notori- 
ous. 

Ill a recent sketch of Manser. R. S. Sevier’s 
Winning Post prints this; "George Manser is a 
most versatil.- little cJiap. He lias ridden in nearly 
every civilized country in the world, served two 
.years as a strelclier-liearer in France during the 
war. and is a highly-gifted iiinsiciaii. As a violin 
pla.vcr lie is a gold medalist, can perforin on at 
least four other musical insiruiiieiils, can sing a 
real giiml song, and clearly knows how to train 
horses. Verily one might sa.v a .sort of nuMlern 
.Admirable Crichton. 

" 'Old Man’ .Manser, as the father of the Manser 
hoys is termed, is seventy -six .vears of age. but 
no one would tliink so to look at him. He is as 
active as a young fellow of thirty, and can still 
hold his own at nearly any game. At liilliaids 
lie is ’hot stuff.’ and as a raconteur --well, he can 
‘go some’! .Ask iiini ulaint his exiierience in Russia, 
wlien lie was training for tlie then czar. Baron 
.Miincliausen would faint. Joking apart, Mr. Man- 
ser’s ri-mini.scences would make a volume of sur- 
passing interest.” 



SPORTS THAT MAKE SUCCESSFUL Al RMEN 

Maj. Hinkam of United States Air Service Declares 
Race Riding Most Beneficial. 

(BY FRANCIS NF.IJ50N.) 

TORONTO, Out., Ma.v 23. — Tlie view of Gen. 
Iloare of the Royal .Air Force that a good race rider, 
other tilings lieing equal, made tlie ideal flying man 
was presented to rc.iders of Dnil.v Racing Form a 
goial many months ago. (Jen. Ho.nre, wlio was al 
tlie licad of the flying forces in Canada, and 
organized the entire Royal Fl.ving Corps establish- 
ment ill Canada ami Texas, so expressed liimself 
as long ago as the antniiiii of 1917. when tlie 'I'o- 
ronto Hunt lield a g.vmkhaiia at AVoodbine for the 
benefit of the Red Cross funds. 

Along similar lines MaJ. Horai-e M. Hickam. sec- 
ond assistant to llie director of tlie Tnited States 
-Army .Air Service, undertakes to answer tlie ques- 
tion, AVIiat games are most n.seful in developing 
qualities whicli make a successful airman? Maj. 
Hickam was a notalde athlete at West Point and 
served in the regular cavalry until tlie beginning 
of the present war. when lie was transferred to tlie 
air force. Writing in the Ma.v iiniiiber of the 
I’nited States .Air Service Magazine, Maj. Hickam. 
himself a skillful pilot, says; 

“One of the qualities essential to tlie aviator is 
‘feel of tlie ship.’ The nearest .approach to this is 
the ‘feci of the inouHi’ developed in eiinitation and 
oross-coniitry riding or riding to lionnds. Indeed, 
riding to lionnds presents maii.v parallels to aviation. 
Here is to be found tlie same necessity for quick 
and accurate judgment under conditions of danger 
and the same need for ‘feel’ in moments of excite- 
ment and einergenc.v, and the loss of that ‘feel’ 
may be quite as disastrous in negotiating a tricky 
Jump as landing in liad country witli a dead stick. 
.A season of riding to hounds over trapiiy country 
will do mncli to develop the qualities mentioned, not 
to siieak of a certain measure of Iiiglily desirable 
discretion. A few gooil horses would be a valnabic 
addition to any flying scliool. 

“The game of tennis is another admirable one 
with wliich to cunditiun the aviator; the exerci.se 
involved is sufficient, fully so. from the purely 
pliysical training point of view. There is in tennis 
the necessity for the same accurate sense of Teel.’ ’’ 

Football and similar games, the writer holds, have 
no special qualifications for making aviators. They 
are* team games, wliile aviation is an individual 
affair. 



FINE TRAINING TRACK FOR ROSS HORSES 

The New and Commodious Establishment on Four 
Hundred Acres of Land Near Laurel Track. 



RALTIMORE. Mil., May 23.— The farm which 
Commander J. K. L. Ross bought a few da.vs ago 
is a tract of four hundred acres of level ground 
on tlie Wasliington and Raltimore Imnlevard, 
near the I^anrel race track, in the direc- 
tion of Raltimore. On it he intends to 

bnitd a t.aining track with stabling capacity for 

several hundred horses. An engineer has already 
been employed to survey the property and lay out 
the track. Tlie track is to be an oval of one 

mile, witli front and back'stretch extension for 

mile and a quarter and mile chutes. Commander 
Ross liopes tliat tlie track will have been finished 
h.v autumn, and he intends to train liis liorses there. 
•Also it is jiroliuble tliat the new track will be the 
wintering and training place of otlier stables. 

Commander Ross is already heavily interested in 
■Maryland. He owns tlie Yarrow Brae Farm, wliicli 
is tliree miles from I^aurel, and he has assembled 
lliere all liis thoroughbred brood mares and stal- 
lions tliat are not at tlie Ross farm, his thorongli- 
bred establislimeiit on the Island of Montreal. Oiiii- 
mander Ross establi-shed the stallion Fitz William, 
a foreign-lin'd son of William the Third and a tail 
male descendant of St. Siiiioii, at tiH' Ross Farms 
last winter. Fitz William has already begun ser- 
vice. Witli him at the Ross Farms are Maratlioii. 
the sire of Jack Hare Jr., and Prince Ahmed, a 
Sun of King Hanover and a grandson of Hanover. 

Sir Barton and Cudgel are to stand at Yarow 
Brae. 



YUKON BIG GAME NEEDS PROTECTION 



OTT.AW.A, Oat., May 23. — The advisory board of 
Wild Life Protection says tlie need is imperative 
fur pruteetiiig iniiniitain sheep, lariliuu, mouse and 
utluT liig game in Y'nkun territor.v. 

.V. L. i'.ell uf the Royal -Norlhwest Mounted Police, 
Whitehorse snbdistriet, in discns.sing the needs of 
a game sanctuary, says; "From iiifurmatioii ob- 
laimd from prospectors, hunters, trappers and In- 
dians it is estimated that there are probably be- 
tween 4.00O ami ."i.tKIO nioniitaiii sheep in the dis- 
trict bounded by the White, Doiijck and Nisliiig 
Rivers. 

"Tliese animals have uiidoulitedly iH'en driven to 
that district from the more accessible areas on ue- 
coiiiit of persistent limiting oii tlie part of both 
white men and Indians. 

"I luive no donlit tliat moniitain slieep, as well as 
moose, caribou, etc.. Imve been wantonly slanglitered 
liy Indians - and liy wliite men as well — not only for 
food lint also for dog feed. 

"Tlie Indians aiciise tlie wliite man of tliis, .and 
on tlie Ollier liaiid tlie wliite men accuse tlie 
Indians of the same. I'lifortnnately tlie Indians 
are aware tliat under tlie onliiiaiice tliey may kill 
practically as iiiiicli game as they wisli, for food 
or otlierwise. 

"I consider the suggestion of creating tliis area 
into a sanctuary an exceedingly goo<l one, and if it 
is carried out a detacliiiieiit of one constalile could , 
lie i‘stalilis|ied, or a coiiiiieteiit game waislen eni - 
plo.veil. xylio. witli dogs or [lackliorne. (viiild patrol 
Hie Ilistriel at regular iiileryals :iiid keep in elose 
touch W’itii lioth Indians amt wliiN- men. Tliis is, 
ill my opinion. Hie only metliod liy wliicli tlie game 
can lie iireserved."
